GENERAL WASTE DISCHARGE REQUIREMENTS FOR WASTE DISCHARGES TO LAND
BY SMALL DOMESTIC WASTEWATER SYSTEMS - BRIGGS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL,
14438 W. TELEGRAPH ROAD, SANTA PAULA, CALIFORNIA (ORDER NO. 97-10-DWQ, Cl-
9607, FILE NO. 02-008)

We have completed our review of the application for Waste Discharge Requirements for the
discharge of domestic wastewater to groundwater from the onsite septic disposal systems at
Briggs Road Elementary School, and have determined that the proposed discharge meets the
conditions specified in the general waste discharge requirements of the State Water Resources
Control Board (State Board) Water Quality Order No. 97-10-DWQ, “General Waste Discharges
to Land by Small Domestic Wastewater Treatment Systems”, adopted by this State Board on
November 18, 1997.

Enclosed are your Waste Discharge Requirements (WDRs), consisting of Order No. 97-10-
DWQ, Monitoring and Reporting Program No. 97-10-DWQ (Attachment A - Septic Tank
Monitoring), Standard Provisions-Applicable to Waste Discharge Requirements (Attachment B),
and your site specific Monitoring and Reporting Program No. CI-9607. Please note that your
discharge must meet the groundwater quality objectives set in the Regional Board's Water
Quality Control Plan for Coastal Watersheds of Los Angeles and Ventura Counties (Basin Plan)
which was adopted June 13, 1994. In addition, the Basin Plan incorporates applicable State
and Regional Board plans and policies and other pertinent water quality policies and
regulations. Your site is located in the lower Santa Clara River Valley, DWR Basin No.4-4,
Santa Paula area west of Peck Road.

Although your discharge is enrolled under the general permit (Order No. 97-10-DWQ), it will be
reviewed periodically. Based on evaluation of groundwater monitoring data and the other
technical information pertaining to your septic disposal system, the Regional Board Executive
Officer may determine that the discharge would be better regulated by another general WDR or
a site specific WDR. Once the decision is made, you will be notified within 30 days of any
Board action. If the discharge is regulated under another general WDR, or a site specific WDR,
the appllcablllty of Order No. 97-10-DWQ is immediately terminated, effective the issuance date
of a new WDR.

Should changes to the septic disposal system be needed, revised engineering drawings
showing the change must be filed with the Regional Board a minimum of thirty days prior to the
change. The Discharger must receive approval prior to any change.

REPORTING REQUIREMENTS

A

Briggs School District is the owner of Briggs Road School (hereinafter the
Discharger), a elementary school, located at 14438 W. Telegraph Road in the
Santa Paula, an unincorporated area of Ventura County. The Discharger shall
implement this monitoring program and the Attachment A (Septic Tank Monitoring)
on the effective date of this enrollment (June 17, 2010) under State Water
Resources Control Board Order No. 97-10 DWQ. The first monitoring report
under this program, for April-June, shall be received at the Regional Board by
July 30, 2010.

Monitoring reports shall be received by the dates in the following schedule:

Reporting Period Report Due
January —March April 30
April - June July 30
July — September October 30
October — December January 30

No later than January 30", beginning January 30, 2011, the Discharger shall
submit an annual summary report to the Regional Board. The report shall contain
both tabular and graphical summaries of the monitoring data obtained during the
previous calendar year. In addition, the Discharger shall discuss the compliance
record and the corrective actions taken or planned, which may be needed to bring
the discharge into full compliance with the waste discharge requirements.

If there is no discharge, during any reporting period, the report shall so state.
Monitoring reports must be addressed to the Regional Board, Attention:
Information Technology Unit.

Laboratory analyses — all chemical, bacteriological, and toxicity analyses shall be

conducted at a laboratory certified for such analyses by the California Department
of Public Health Environmental Laboratory Accreditation Program (ELAP). The
laboratory must meet the United States Environmental Protection Agency
(USEPA) Quality Assurance/Quality Control (QA/QC) criteria. Pollutants shall be
analyzed using the methods described in 40 CFR Part 136; or where no methods
are specified for a given pollutant, methods approved by the Regional Board shall
be utilized. _

E. The method limits (MLs) employed for effluent analyses shall be lower than the
permit limits established for a given parameter, unless the Discharger can
demonstrate that a particular ML is not attainable and obtains approval for a higher
ML from the Regional Board Executive Officer (Executive Officer). The Discharger
shall submit a list of the analytical methods employed for each test and the
associated laboratory QA/QC procedures upon the request of the Regional Board.

F.  Each monitoring report must affirm in writing that “All analyses were conducted at a
laboratory certified for such analyses by the California Department of Health
Services, and in accordance with current USEPA guideline procedures or as
specified in this Monitoring Program.” Proper chain of custody procedures must
be followed and a copy of the chain of custody shall be submitted with the report.

G. Each monitoring report shall contain a separate section titled "Summary of Non-
Compliance" which discusses the compliance record and the corrective actions
taken or planned that may be needed to bring the discharge into full compliance
with WDRs. This section shall be located at the front of the report and shall
clearly list-all non-compliance with WDRs, as well as all excursions of effluent
limitations.

H. The Discharger shall maintain all sampling and analytical results, including strip
charts; date; exact place, and time of sampling; dates analyses were performed,;
analyst's name; analytical techniques used; and results of all analyses. Such
records shall be retained for a minimum of three years. This period of retention
shall be extended during the course of any unresolved litigation regarding this
discharge, or when requested by the Regional Board.

. In reporting the monitoring data, the Discharger shall arrange the data in tabular
form so that the date, the constituents, and the concentrations are readily
discernible. The data shall be summarized to demonstrate compliance with the
requirements and, where appllcable shall include results of receiving water
observations.

J.  Any mitigation/remedial activity including any pre-discharge treatment conducted at
the site must be reported in the quarterly monitoring report.

SEPTIC TANK AND DISPOSAL SYSTEM MONITORING REQUIREMENTS.

The Discharger shall implement the requirements for septic tank monitoring described in
Attachment A. Proof of annual septic tank pumping may be submitted in Ileu of the
septic tank monitoring outlined in Attachment A.

The quarterly reports shall contain the following information:

1. Average and maximum daily waste flow for each month of the quarter, in gallons
per day. (The discharge volume maybe estimated by the population served, but
because the kitchen at Briggs Road serves both schools, 3 gallons per person/per
meal served must be added). ‘

2. Estimated population served during each month of the reporting period.

3. Results of at least quarterly observations |n the disposal area for any overflow or
surfacing of wastes.

4, The maintenance records, including frequency and type of maintenance for the
septic disposal system, and the person responsible for operation and maintenance
of the facility.

GROUNDWATER MONITORING PROGRAM

The Executive Officer has determined that a groundwater monitoring program is needed
to fully evaluate the impact from your wastewater discharge on groundwater. The
Discharger must submit a groundwater monitoring plan to this Regional Board within 45
days of the notification. The groundwater monitoring plan submitted shall be subject to the
Executive Officer's approval prior to implementation. The groundwater monitoring wells
must be installed to fully assess the background groundwater quality and the down-
gradient groundwater quality. The plan shall include the exact location of the proposed
wells, depths, construction of wells schedule for the installation and proposed sampling of
the wells.

Upon obtaining Executive Officer's approval of an adequate groundwater monitoring
network plan, construction and development of the proposed wells shall be completed
within 60 days in accordance with the standards in Bulletins 74-81 and 74-90 of California
Department of Water Resources. Within 30 days after installation of monitoring wells, a
well installation report including a.scaled plot plan, soil boring logs, water quality data, well
permits and as-built well construction diagrams shall be submitted to this Board. This
groundwater monitoring schedule may be subject to revision after completion of the first
year of water quality monitoring.

All groundwater monitoring reports must include, at minimum, the following:

a. Well identification, date and time of sampling;

b. Sampler identification, and laboratory identification;

c. Monthly measurement of groundwater levels, recorded to 0.01 feet mean sea
level;

d. Groundwater contour map depicting the hydraulic gradient and direction of
groundwater flow across the subject tract; and

e. Monthly calculation of vertical separation of groundwater levels to bottom of
each septic disposal system (leach field and /or seepage pit).

V. WASTE HAULING REPORTING

In the event that waste sludge, septage, or other wastes are hauled offsite, the name
and address of the hauler shall be reported, along with types and quantities hauled
during the reporting period and the location of final point of disposal. In the event that
no wastes are hauled during the reporting period, a statement to that effect shall be
submitted.

GENERAL WASTE DISCHARGE REQUIREMENTS FOR DISCHARGES TO
LAND BY SMALL DOMESTIC WASTEWATER TREATMENT SYSTEMS

k‘ Findings:

1. Section 13260(a) of the California Water Code (CWC) requires that any person
discharging waste or proposing to discharge waste within any region, other than to a
community sewer system, that could affect the quality of the waters of the State, filea
report of waste discharge (ROWD). :

2. Discharges to land from small domestic wastewater treatment and disposal systems
have certain ‘common- charactenstlcs .such as._similar constltuents concentrations of
constituerits, dlsposal techmques flow ranges and they require the same or sxmxlar
treatment standards. These types of discharges are more appropriately regulated under
general Waste D!sc‘harge Requirements:( general WDRS)

3. Only domestic wastewater treatment and dxsposal systems with a maximum average
~ daily flow of 20 000 gallons or less that discharge to land (small domestic systems) are
eligible for coverage under these general WDRs. Small domestic systems are typically -
located at campgrounds, mobile _home parks, roadside rest - stops,
condommlums/subd1v151ons using 'communlty waste treatment systems, restaurants
schools, resort hotels and lodges, small correctional facilities, and Recreation Vehicles
(RV) dump locations, including RV parks. Single family residences with small domestic
systems, for purposes of these general WDRs, are specifically excluded.

4. All WDRs must implement the applicable water quality control plan (Basin Plan) for
the Region affected by the discharge. Therefore, these general WDRs require dischargers .
to comply with all applicable Basin Plan provisions, intluding any prohibitions and water
quality objectives, governing the discharge.

5. This Order establishes minimum standards only for small domestic systems. The
discharger must comply with any more strmgent standards in the applicable Basin Plan.
In the event of a conflict between the provisions of this Order and the Basin Plan, he
more stringent provision prevails.

6. The beneficial uses for the ground waters of the State are: municipal supply (MUN),
industrial service supply (IND), industrial process supply (PROC), fresh water
replenishment (FRESH), aquaculture (AQUA), wildlife habitat (WILD), and agricultural
supply (AGR). The following list shows the beneficial uses that apply to each region.
Some beneficial uses only apply to certain geographical areas. '

System (NPDES) permit for discharges to surface waters. If a discharge is regu lated under
an “individual or general WDR, or a waiver, or under an NPDES permit issued by an
RWQCB, the applicability of this general WOR to the dxscharge is immediately terminated on
the effective date of the RWQCB!'s WDR or NPDES permit.

This Order does not preempt or supersede the authority of municipvaiities fiood control
agencies, or other local agencies to prohibit, restrict, or controi discharges of waste subject

to their jurisdiction.

These WDRs are exempt from Chapter 15 requi rements pursuant to CCR Title 23, Chapter
15, Section 2511(a). ;

This general WDR is intended to cover both new and existing small domestic systems. The
adoption of WDRs for existing small domestic systems is exempt from the California
Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) under CCR, Title 14, Sect ion 15261 or Section 15301 as

ongoing or existing projects.

13. The State Water Resources Control Board (SWRCB) has adopted a Miﬁgated Negative

Declaration in compliance with CEQA for new small domestic systems. The potential

significant environmental impacts from discharges from new small domestic systems can be
mitigated to a level of insignificance by compliance with this Order.

Pursuant to Section 13263 of the CWC, the SWRCB, in estabﬁshin‘g the requirements
contained herein, considered factors including but not limited to the following: ’

a. Past, present, and probable future beneﬁdal uses of water.

b. Envirenmental charactenst:cs of the hydrographic unit under consnderatlon including the
quality of water available thereto. .

C. Water quality conditions that could reasonably be achleved through the coordmated
control of all factors which affect water quality in the area.

d. Ecenomic considerations.
e. The need for developing housing within the Region(s).
£ The need to develbp and use recycled water.

The SWRCB has notified potential dischargers and all other known interested parties of the
intent to prescribe WDRs as described in this Order.~ -

The SWRCB, in a public meeting, heard and considered ali comments pertaining to the
proposed dlscharge '

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the dlscharger in order to meet the provusxons contained in
Division 7-of the CWC and regulations adopted thereunder, shall comply with' the following:

A, Prohtbmons

1.

The direct or indirect discharge of any wastewater to surface waters or surface water'
drainage courses is prohibited.

The treatment and disposal of wastes at the facility shall not cause poliution, contamination,

or nuisance as defined in CWC Section 13050.

The diécharge of wastewater, other than domestic wastewater, into a small domestic system
is prohibited.

Bypass or overflow of treated or untreated waste is prohibited.
The discharge of waste to land not owned or controlled by the discharger is prohibited.

The discharge of wastes from small domestic systems which i5 not authorized by this
general WDR or other Order or waiver by the RWQCB is prohibited.
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7. Discharge of waste classified as "hazardous", or "designated”, as defined in CCR, Title 23,
Chapter 15, Section 2521(a) and CWC Section 13173, respectively, to any part of the
wastewater disposal system'is prohibited.

B. Reguirements:
1. For All Smali Domestic Systems:

a. Odors of sewage origin shall not be perceivable beyond the limits of the discharger's = -
property boundaries.

b, The smng design, construction, operation, maintenance, and rnomtorlng of all small
domestic systems must comply wnth all of the applicable provisions of the RWQCB's
Basm Plan.

c. The discharger shall not discharge waste in excess of the maximum descgn and dlsposal
- capacity of the sma!l domestic system. :

d. The dlscharge of waste from smail domestic syslems shall comply with  all applicable
provisions of the RWQCB's Basin Plan including but not limited to any prohibitions and
water quality objectives.

2. For Septic Systems, the Following Additional requirements Apply:-
a. Septic tank cleanings shall be performed only by a duly authorized service.

b. The discharger shall maintain a log-of all septic cleanings. At a minimum the log shall
include the date of the cleaning, and the name, address phone number and license - .
number (if applicable) of the cleaner. :

c. Dischargers who accept wastes from RVs or other mobile waste systems must ensure
that such wastes (with constituents including formaldehyde, zinc, and phenol) do not
deleteriously affect the septic system or impact the ground water.

3. For Activated Sludge Systems, the Following Additional Requirements Apply:

a. If collected screenings, sludges, and other solids removed from liquid wastes' are
disposed of at a landfill, such disposal shall comply with CCR, Title 23, Section 2510, et

seq (Chapter 15).

b. If sewage sludge is land applied, disposed of at a monofill, or incinerated, this activity

~ shall comply with existing Federal, State, and local laws and regulations, including
requirements of 40 CFR 503, the RWQCB, and the county ordmances and shall be
approved by the appropnate RWQCB's Executive Officer.

C. The discharger shall submit a sludge disposal plan and obtain the appropriate RWQCB
Executive Officer's written permission prior to any disposal of sludge. The Executive
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Officer shall be informed of any changes in this plan at least 60 days in advance of the '
change. :

4. For Aerated Pond Systems, the Following Additional Requirements Apply:

If collected screenings, sludges and other solids removed from liquid wastes are disposed of at
a landfill, such disposal shalf comply with CCR, Title 23, Section 2510, et seq. (Chapter 15).

5. For Subsurface Disposal Sys~tt§ms, the Following Additional Requirements Apply:

a. The subsurface wastewater di sposal system(s) shail be maintained so that at no time will
sewage surface at any locat

b No part of the disposal system(s} shall extend to a depth where waste may pollute ground
water.

. 6. Fok Surface Dlsposal Systems, the Following Additional Reqdlrements Apply'

a. A minimum freeboard of two (2) feet shall be maintained at all tames n the basins or
ponds.

b. Public contact with wastewater shall be preciuded through such means as fences, signs,
and other acceptable alternatives. A

C. Basms or ponds shall have sufficient capacity to accommodate allowable wastewater flow
and deszgn seasonal precspctatson and .ancillary inflow and infiltration during the winter
season. Design seasonal precipitation shall be based on criteria, if any, set in the

-appropnate«RWOCB s Basin Plan. If no criteria is set in the appropriate RWQCB's Basin
Plan, then seasonal precipitation’ shall be based on historical-24-hour rain fall, using a 10

year return frequency.

d. Disposal in ponds shall be conducted in a manner such that there shall be no stranded or
exposed sewage solids.

- C. Ground Water and Surface Water Limitations:

1. The discharge shall not:

a. Pollute ground or surface waters.

b. Adversely affect beneficial uses or cause an exceedance of any applicable Basin Plan
water quality objectives for graund or surface waters.

2. Where trealed wastewater is appled to land by sprinkler or spray methods, the discharger
shall manage wastewater application to prevent it from commmglmg with storm water runoff,

or such runoff shall be fully retained.
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D. Provisions:

1. For All Small Domestic Systems:

a. Adequate measures shall be taken to assure that flood or surface drainage waters do not
erode or otherwise damage the dtscharge facilities. ‘

b. The dzscharger shall ensure that all site aperatmg personnel are familiar with the contents
of this general WDR and shall mamtam a copy of this general WDR at the site. S
